There were only a few men in the saloon 


at the time, and they were all back of the 
screen. 


Harvey Brothers are well known sport- 


ing men. For years one of them, Fred, 
has held a pool championship of the 
state. Their saloon is one of the best 
known in the city. 


Friends and Police Make Things Lively 


for Senator and Mrs, Lawrence. 


Senator and Mrs. George P. Lawrence 


were married six years ago yesterday and 
to quietly observe the anniversary they 
drove to Bennington, Vt. They returned 
about S in the evening and found their 
house ablaze with Chinese lanterns, bril- 
liant with decorations and in the posses- 
sion of friends. This no doubt was a 
shock to the senator's dignity, but it re- 
covered and the senator proceed to sum- 
mon up bis philosophy and take matters 
as they came. Those who gathered did 
content themselves with using unknown 
numbers of flags and a surprising quanti- 
ty of red, white and blue for decorative 
purposes. Permission had been obtained 
from Chief Byars to explode fireworks, 
and soon after the senator's return explo- 
sions occurred on the hill with such fre- 
quency that the neighborhood reasoned 
there had been a military invasion.

CHASE'S SKULL FRACTURED. 


Was Thoughtlessly Told of Rogers' Death 


and was Badly Shocked. 


Editor W. H. Chase, who was so danger- 


ously injured in the Cheshire accident 
Memorial day, is slowly improving. It 
has been found that his skull was frac- 
tured, not indented but simply cracked, 
and recovery will only come with the 
healing of this break. He was able t be 
dressed yesterday and out on the piazza 
for a few minutes. Through carelessness 
of friends he received a bad shock while 
so sitting up. In the absence of the nurse 
and his mother two young men sat down 
beside him and very abruptly spoke of 
Mr. Rogers' death. 
That was the first 


time he had heard of the fatality that had 
occurred from the a< toident and the news 
was a great shock to him. 


The annual meeting of the Winchester 


association opened yesterday afternoon at 
2.30 o'clock in the Universalist church. It 
was opened by the singing of a hymn and 
prayer by Rev. J. D. Corby of Troy, N. Y. 
The record of the last meeting was read 
by the secretary, H. C. Brown of Shel- 
burne Falls, and he gave the report of the 
secretary and treasurer. The treasurer's 
report showed J9 in the treasury after all 
bills had been paid. At this point Rev. 0. 
I. Darling of Adams, who presided, ap- 
pointed committees on credentials, nom- 
inations and public services. When this 
had been done Cf. F. Sayles of Adams, be- 
cause Rev. A. B. Church was absent at a 
wedding, talked on "Some new things in 
our Sunday school and some other things 
I should like to see there." He spoke of 
the class on sociology which is in the Sun- 
day school of the Adams church and said 
pleasant things about it and the Boy's 
brigade. He thought the value of these 
institutions was not understood. He be- 
lieved they attracted young men whose 
attention could not be gained otherwise. 
He wants more adults in the schools and 
better methods of teaching. 


Charles T. Ralston was then introduced. 


Mr. Ralston spoke on "The Press and the 
Pulpit." He said that press and pulpit 
are the great educators of humanity and 
that the relations between them are hard 
to define because they made incursions 
into common territory, the press less an- 
tagonistic to the pulpit than the pulpit to 
the press. Clergymen, like laymen think 
it is easy to run a newpaper and they feel 
sure that they could do it better than the 
editors. The pulpit wastes its time in 
criticizing trivial incidents in the life of 


I journalism rather than in attempting to 


I deal with fundamental principles. It at- 
| attacks the press because the latter prints 


the news of crimes, scandals, politics 
and war and because papers are printed 
for circulation on Sunday. 
It should 


rather use its influence upon the men who 
make newspapers and encourage them to 


j set a higher standard of work. One rea- 
son why the press succeeds is because it 
keeps in closer touch with the people than 
does the pulpit. The latter has elevated 
abstract theological principles and de- 
manded faith in formulas rather than im- 
pressing upon mankind that Jesus came 
for the benefit of humanity and by his 
words and works taught men how to live. 
The work of CuflSfWas* ttmung men and 
for them and the pulpit, by avoiding the 
discussion of common, every day concerns 
and chosing instead the abstract doctrines 
developed through centuries of hierarchi- 
cal domination, has lost its leadership. A 
re-naissance of Christianity is impending 
in which pulpit and press will unite in ad- 
vancing the ideas of the brotherhood of 
man the fatherhood of God. 


A discussion followed Mr. Ralston's 


paper in which Revs. Corby, Reardon and 
Darling and Alfred J. Wolf of Brooklyn, 
N. Y., took part. The recess was approp- 
riately closed and supper was served to 
the delegates. There were about thii ty- 
fSve delegates present 
from Westfield, 


Shelburne Falls, Cheshire, Adams and the 
local church. Cummington and Granville 
churches are in the district also. 


The evening session n as opened by the 


church choir after which Rev. O. I. Darl- 
ing of Adams led in a responsive reading. 
Prayer was offered by Rev. J. B. Rearaon 
of Shelburne Falls, who read a portion of 
the eighth chapter of Lukt. After a hymn 
a collection was taken for defraying inci- 
denta1 expenses. A duet was sung by 
Miss Kate Arnold and Mr. Mclntyre. 


Rev. 
J. D. Corby of Troy, N. Y., who 


preached the annual sermon took his text 
from John 4 and 35. In opening he spoke 
of the gathering and the universality of 
the demonstration's, faith and the work 
of its early preachers and the result. 
He 


spoke of the power of that faith as shat- 
tering many old orthodox ideas. "Is this 
all we have done," he asked, "is our work 
accomplished, and have we preformed our 
mission?" He firmly believes Uuiversa- 
lism is the word of God. 
Literature, 


science and philosophy are the three 
strongest advocates of our faith, he said, 
and he pointed out many things in sup- 
port of his statement. He reviewed liter- 
ature, science and philosophy and found 
much in support of Universalism and a 
tendency of reform in its direction. He 
recognized fully the work already done. 
He believes numbers and great power can 
be gained without sacrifice of principle. 
"The world needs our faith. I believe hu- 
manity needs our presentation of the Sav- 
iour." The future work of the church he 
believes to be the preaching and teaching 
of these things. He believes a theologi- 
cal crisis is coming in which many will 
find rest in the Universalist church. The 
sermon closed by a hymn and benedic- 
tion by Mr. Corby. 


The service this morning opened with 


a conference meeting in charge of Rev. 
W. D. Potter of Shelburne Falls. It con- 
sisted largely of singing and prayer. 
Rev. 
A. B. Charch gave his talk on "Pos- 


sibilities for good in the district system of 
our Church," which he was to have given 
yesterday. He reviewed the founding of 
the district system and showed that it was 
for the purpose of fostering loyalty to the 
denomination and the bringing to the 
weak churches the good cheer and in- 
fluence of the stronger ones. An import- 
ant work was the preaching of the faith 
in places where there were Universalists 
and no regular services.

THE STORT NOT TOLD IX COFRT. 


He Asked for the "Catsup Bottle and on 


Being Told That the Bottle Was 


Empty Raged With Passion. 


A savage, brutal and murderous assault 


, was committed Tuesday afternoon short- 
' ly after 5 o'clock by a strong and robust, 


but drunken man upon an invalid wife. 


William Hill, a man of poor repute and 


well known in North Adams, Blackinton 
and Williamstown is the man who made 
this villianous assault. The scene is laid 
on the back road between Blackinton and 
Williamstown at the home of Hill. It 
seems from the statement of Mrs. Hill, 
the injured woman, and from Mrs. A. W. 
Deming, the daughter of the unhappy 
couple and who was in the room when 
the assault occurred, that Hill came home 
from North Adams that afternoon under 
the effects of liquor. 


About 5 o'clock Hill said he was hungry 


and wanted something to eat. He got up 
out of the chair in which he was sitting, 
went into the cupboard and got a slice of 
bread and butter. He came back into the 
front room where his wife and daughter 
were sitting with the knife in his hand. 
Hill sat down in the chair from which he 
had arisen and began to eat. Suddenly 
he raised his head and said, "Where's the 
catsup ?" We ain't got any in the house," 
said his wife. "You lie," said Hill, "Get 
up and get that catsup or I'll kill you." 
The feeble woman could rise from a chair 
with 
difficulty 
and 
strained 
herself 


to 
get 
up, 
but 
before she gained 


her feet her brutal husband was upon her 
holding the knife with which he had cut 
the bread in his hard 
The drunken ruf- 


fian struck at his wife desperately with 
the knife inflecting a gash two and one- 
half inhces long on her left cheek and two 
other wounds on the throat. 


Mrs. Deming their daughter, trembling 


with fright came to the releif of her 
mother. She grabbed hold of her father's 
arm and by her screams brought the man 
to his senses. 


This is the story that is told by mother 


and daughter and we have every reason 
to believe it true for neither wished to 
bring Hill to account for his murderous 
assault. No passerby bad heard the dis- 
turbance 
and 
they 
tried 
to 
keep 


the report from spreading and particu- 
larly trom the ears of the law. 
But 


through some source the report spread 
and got to the attention of Sheriff Dum- 
frey. Late yesterday afternoon Hill was 
arrested and this morning at 10 o'clock 
was arraigned in the district courtroom at 
Williamstowu for assault. The most un- 
pleasant part of this adventure is that Hill 
escaped with little punishment. 
Mrs. 


Hill, who some time ago suffered a para- 
lytic shock, the effects of which she has 
never got over, although suffering from 
the wounds of the knife, came to the trial, 
but was unable to ascend the stairs to the 
courtroom. Therefor she did not take the 
witness stand and her daughter, the only 
other witness, was not asked to testify. 
Hill pleaded guilty, but said he had some- 
thing to say. He said the injury done his 
wife was accidental. He said that he was 
in the cupboard spreading butter on a 
slice of bread with a case knife when his 
wife entered thecupboard. The cupboard 
he said was very narrow and in some un- 
accountable accidental manner his wife 
received the wounds above mentioned. 
This story was not credited by the court, 
but Judge Danforth told Hill that he 
wished to give him a chance to do better 
and to make amends during the rest of 
his life for the wrongs he had done his 
wife in the past. Hill confessed that he 
and his wife had had trouble on many oc- 
casions in the past and that while under 
the influence of liquor he was not always 
all that a kind and considerate huaband 
should be. He said he would do better in 
the future and was grateful for the leni- 
ency shown him. He was fined flO and 
costs and placed on six months probation. 


It would seem from the story of the 


uife and daughter that this is a state pris- 
on offence. 
Judge Danforth said he 


thought it was such, but by those gentle 
measures he hoped to bring about a better 
result than by a more stringent line of 
proceedure. . 


Taere is no doubt but that Hill is a 


dangerous man. He has had many quar- 
rels with his wife and a short time ago 
their son George knocked the father 
senseless with a stone hammer to quiet a 
disturbance. 


There has always been discussions be- 


tween Mr. and Mrs Hill over the deed of 
the property on which they live. 
Mrs. 


Hi 11 holds the property in her name and 
this has produced many dissentions.
